Wires Premier 
Re: Natural Gas 


The Raymond and District Chamber 
of Commerce is actively engaged in 
several projects for the building up 
and betterment of our Town and re- 
cently sent a communication to Prem- 
ier Manning in Edmonton in connect- 
ion with the export of natural gas. 
The Chamber reminded the Premier 
that his government had stated that 
all possible use would be made of gas 
here at home before it would allow it 
to be exported. The proposed pipeline 
would take gas from the Pincher 
Creek field north and east to Prin- 
cess for inclusion in the trans-Canada 
line. This would leave the southern 
part of the province out in the cold 
so the Chamber of Commerce is push 
ing the idea that the pipeline from 
Pincher should come south to include 
Cardston and other communities a- 
long this line as far east as Taber 
before it joins the main line. This 
line would be a high pressure ore so 
the gas used by the towns would not 
be a detriment to the whole system. 

Anyone interested in getting natural 
gas for our Town (and who isn’t) 
should contact a member of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce executive and find 
out if there isn’t something that could 
be done to assist in this very worth- 
while project,

$150,000 lubricating oil reclamation 
plant, the first of its kind in Canada 
to operate on a full scale, is being 
used by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
to restore used crankcase oil, renew- 
ing its “brand mew” qualities, for the 
railways’s growing fleet of diesel lo- 
comotives.
